Thus remained then no other comfort to 
me, nearec halte dead before hand through di- 
ſpaire, butthat of neceſltie (as I well percea- 
ved) it behooved one todie for the Ges of 
this people, and who thould that be, but even 
I poore Pyramrs, who notlong before, had life 
with the promiſe of a long life, (but what mor- 
rall men can promiſe life to another, that are 
not aflured ot their owne) given vntomec, for 
recording their barbarous crueltic,and now a- 
gaine muſt looſe my life,even in thar place;alas, 
where 1 firſt reccaved life, and for no other 
thing, thenfor teſtimonic of the truth, andro 
giue tkemaſurer and longer life by my ſpee- 
die death, and withall a greater honour and 
credit by my downefall, then ever they had 
ſince th:ir firſt originall, or ever could hope 
for themſclues in this worlde ; And thus is 
the worldethere turned topfic turvie ; The 


good and faythfull are taken away , _ 
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andthe wicked and vngratious arc hoyſted vp 
intheirroomes. O ſcelus, O mores,  tempors 
er/a in quibus Vixi, Q poore and miſcra- 
ſe wretch that am, what haucI committed, 
that I ſhould ſuffer ſo cruell a puniſhment ? 7 
haue continued there but a ſmallrime, conli- 
dering the eternitic of yeares I ſhould hauein- 
dured,ereced alſo in the moſt eminent place 
of our Monarchic, to the awazemenr of m 
profeſſed enemies; where I indured dailie op- 
probrious railings and infamous Paſquils on 
my frontiſpice, taxing both King, Counſell, 
Parliament, and State for my ſumptuous buil- 
ding in ſo famousa place, belides my nightlic 
danger(for witneſſing the decree of their ban- 
niſhment for ſo infamous a faR)to be diſmem- 
bred,and by the Sturre & tumulrs of their ad- 
herents pulled downe before the morrow, & 
that not perchance without the ſhedding of 
innocent bloud . All this and much more it 
behooved me to indurc, yea and much more 
would 7 patiently haue ſuffred , fo as 1 might 
haue continued there , vyntill 7 had cither re- 
ccaved ſome recompence for my faithfull 
ſervicc,or had beene beſtowed in ſome other

Thus ending my diſcourſe to Neprube, and 
craving his fayourableayde for wy paſlageto 
great &rittame, my laſtandonelie xetuge leſt 
vnto mee, The God ſmiling ſpake witha gra- 
tious countenance vnto Mes! Fauee fort wa Þo- 
ri. And fo by the favour of Hobw andthe ſwitt 
winges of his windes , I was'vponaheiſuddaine 
(before Icould berhinke my1c)tewhere 1 was) 
ſerypon the white & pleaſant Britraine Coaſt, 
where ypon agreene moumaibe, por:far from 
the place of myarrivall, was firſt preſented to

my Countries crueltie , and her ingratitude 
rowards mee , burthat [might likewiſe inſhore 
ſucceſle of time crernize my name, by oftering 
my ſervice in publiſhing by open teſtimonie 
bothro the greatand lice World,a more hor- 
rible and damnable fa, thenbefore I ſerved 
for. | And fo bcing 4 little comforted and put 
in ſome good hope by this their newes, my 
faint ſpirit begins ro rake freſh courage, and 
roſtrenpthen my weake limbes, (> that be-

ly conceaved of the thrice - n deliverance 
of that their great friend, darling, & favourer, 
the moſt wiſe, prudent, learned, mightie, wor- 
thic, and in all heroicall yertues and yalour,the 
moſt rarc and great «Apolio, whom Mars that 
terne God of bloudie battaile evermore en» 
vied and hated eventothe death, for no other 
cauſe (as can bee conieQured, or as 1 could 
learne out of their rare Dirtics and Sonners) 
then onelic, tor that he was centred into a ſin- 
cere league and ſweere focictie of the calc» 
ſhall Graces, the devine Muſes, and ſacred 
Peace, (whereto hee was preordayned at the 
verie houre of his natiyitie) and hereby, and 
by mcancsof the common tranquillizie there- 
ot cnſuing, had brought and deduced from 
abouc, intothis little world,& fromthence de- 
rived to all the moſt famous parts of the grear

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wotld, ſuch manifold and exceeding rich gitts, 
botinteous favours, andinvaluable benefits &2 
bleſſings,as the like had cither ſeldome,or not 


at all beeue enioyedin anic former age, for 
which he was ke well deſerved) vniuerſalle 
admired, honoured,and bleſled overall. And 
therfore the greater indignation boiled mn the 
breaſt of notice Mars, who ever more grudg- 
ing athumane felicitie,letrno mcanes or waies 
ynſought or vnatrepred, whereby to bring our 
great Patron & Benetactor,and conſequentlic 
this little world ro confuſion. And ſuch was his 
innated hatred againſt him, even when he was 
yet in his Mothers bellic, knowing by the fa- 
yourable aſpes of Sol & Venue,that he ſhould 
proue amoſlt potent, prudent, wiſc, & blefled 
Prince of Peace, beloved borh of Gods & me, 
that he this wicked Mars ſer on his cruell Ser- 

mnt the elder Gowrie to haue murdered that 
moſtnoble Heroine the Queene his mother, & 
this bleſſed fruit of her womb,at one ſtab, And 
being prevented by divine providence of his 
mahegnitie, in this his abhominable intention, 
afrer manic other miſchuevous plots and prac- 
res(all of them,asall other ſhall eyer be made 
fruſtzate by the high hand of iuſt Jowe )he = 

WA => ſpire 
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ſpired with that variable Zoe G OD of the 
windes (who either by faire meanes, or ſharpe 
menaces of anic great Power is ighthe wonne 
ro worke the worlt miſchicte he can) to giue 
full ſcope and free licence to his turbulent and 
vnrulic windes,at ſuch time, as our bright day- 
ſtarre «Apollo havingaccomplithed the notable 
{olemnitie of thote famous nuprialls in the 
ſtrong Dacian Kinzdome, the middle Region 
of Europa, with lus peercleſle Paragon, of all 
rich perie&ion the divine Cynthia (otherwiſe 
then by himſclte immatchable jhadimbarqued 
him with his moſt lovclic beloved above all 0- 
ther, ſailing from thence through the Occan, 
towards his ancient Kingdom the leffer Albion, 
lying to the north of Albrou mazor, (now. both 
by his Eighnes happilic reduced to one Mo- 
narchie) then was ſcenethe boiſterous rage of 
bluſtring Boreas and hisrude companions,do- 
mincering with might and maine vncontroled 
in Neprwnes maine dominion,(but withoutthat 
preat Gods aſſent or knowledge) as fomtime 
y the like permiſſion of their flexible Maſter 
EZ oluartthe requeſt ofangrie Juno, they pra- 
aiſcd the like peremptorie pranks (vnwirting 
to Neptuze) vpon the yertuous and valorous 
Cz Prince 
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Prince Anear inthe Tyrrhene Seas, So that 
colleaguing themſclues with that great Sorce- 
reſſe Circe, and a great number of her moſt im- 
pious and dereſtable impes, all praQtiling ro 
drowne and deſtroy our Apollo and his faireſt 
Cynthia with all their noble trane (as after yp- 
ontheir convidtion they freely conteſled )they 
ſturdilie heaved,toſſed,and tumbled the feare- 
full billowes , hoyſing one while his drearie 
ſhips ypon the high-raiſed waues almoſtro the 
azureskie, andthen throwing them downe a- 
gainc as lowe asthe foundations of the earth, 
Yet notwithſtanding all their furious tumules, 
and violent commotions , Almightic Jour 
(whoſe name be therefore magnified forever) 
beholding this outragious tempeſt, and kno- 
wing the wicked occaſion thereof ; brought 
them ſafe and ſound to their own defired con- 
tinent & Country, Which, when Mars vnder- 
ſtood,he ſtiped & ſtared, foming at the mouth, 
and his cycs ſparkling like fire for verie anger, 
thathisconſpiracic prevailed nor, he fared like 
a mad man,and vowing ſtill ro purſue him with 

immorrtall hatred, ſwore by the black river of

Erebus,who complortting together, brought ir 
ſo to paſle vnder cunning pollicics and faire 
ſhewes of great marters, that c6cerned his own 
perſon,ſtare, and Kinydome, to bring him by 
the carneſt labour of one of his deare fayou- 
rites,to the diſhonourable and diſloyall houſe 
of the other Sergeant of Mars the younger & 
laſt Gowry,the bloudie nephew of a cruel tray- 
terous Grandfire,where having locked him vp 
in acloſc rome in the hands of their ſworne 
friends, his mortal enemics,he had no way nor 
meanesto eſcape,but evenmiraculouly by his 
own {tour ma ” Gong rather Heroick magna- 
mitic, & the ſuccour of a few of his Cickful fer. 
vants,bur chiefly againe by the almightic pro- 
vidence of high 7owe, waiting over hum, art all 
timesand placesfor his ſafeguard, hee was alſo 
delivered out ofthar danger. Then were Mars 
& Pluto more enraged then ever before, gna» 
ſhing theirreeth, and curſing and banning the 
fhiendsand furies, that had no more pollicte or 
power to accompliſhtheir infernall plot, they 
werealmoſtat a point to haue giuen over anie 
loger purſuitof their coſpiracics, butthar Pluro 
berhought himſelfe of hisdeare ſonthe red 8& 
blondy Dragon, whothrogh long & continual 
| praQiſe 
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for manic ages,of all ſorts of helliſh ſtratagems, 
horrible maflacres, blacke murders, deceirfull 
lies , and falſe miracles was growne to beeas 
nuch famed and feared inthe world , as him- 
ſelte, ſo as it might be a queſtion diſputable in 
Schooles, whether Sathan the roaring and de- 
vouring Lyon,or his ſonne the Pope, that red 
& bloudic Dragon wasto be held for the grea- 
reſt and chiefe!t lier and murtherer . Pluto 
therefore crying out, FeeFHere fi nequro ſuperor, 
Acheronta mouebo, they began ro be recomfor- 
red in his deare ſonne,of their wicked hopes & 
divelliſh drifts for the ating of their bloudie 
Tragedic, (as the laſt hape of all their mi(- 
chictes). And ſo adioyning themſclues tothis 
other great enemue of mans welfare , who was 
excecding proude to haue the mennaging of 
that aRtion referred to him, wherein the Prince 
of Devils had failed , conceauecd prefently a 
morehorrible plor, then all the Srygian furies 
called rogether in a common Counſell could 
haue deviſed,nor onely againſt the ſacred per- 
ſon & life of Apollo, bur alſo his divine Cynthia, 
andall their Godlike progenie, &allthe He- 
roecs, Prelates, Nobles, Statefmen; and chicfe 
Gentrie vnder his Dununaton ; all-whom;,and 
| ee” many 
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maniemoe, by force of his inyention,he made 
ſure account to haue deſtroyed vponthat om. 
nous day of Mars, withoneblow of hus fatall 
engine. Which complothce gaue in char
